Captain Eichard Bainbridge, the successful
English theatrical manager, who is on the
EtruriR, has the plans of the New York Em-
pire, drawn by J. Phipps, the eminent Lon-
don architect, with whom in the construc-
tion of the new theater will be associated
the architect of the Broadway Theater.
